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MODERN LIBRARY ORGANIZATION

y | ‘HE scope of this subject is obviously too wide to be dealt with completely 
within the limits of a single article, and I am therefore forced to be selective 
and to deal largely with principles. 

Our library technique is to-day based largely on principles laid down in the 
earliest days of the library movement, and amended some thirty years ago by the 
so-called scientific school, which gave us systematic classification and cataloguing, 
classified card catalogues, and open access. Except that it made the error of 
assuming in the reader a complexity of mind equal to that of the librarian, this 
type of librarianship interpreted to some extent the needs of its generation. It is, 
indeed, accepted even to-day by all but the very youngest school as the true basis 
of all library organization. 

I have felt for some time past that changes which have taken place in our 
public, in book production, and in the provision of libraries other than public 
libraries, are of such importance that a revision of our outlook and our methods 
is desirable. 

I propose, therefore, to indicate briefly what these changes are, and to suggest 
some ideas in organization which will enable us to meet them ; and then to show 
and discuss some recent developments in planning and equipment from the angle 
of a large public library system. 

Let us first consider our public and its reactions to books. Does anyone in 
this room believe that these remain as they were when our present technique was 
introduced thirty years ago _ Since then reading has become a national hobby. 
A new and vast reading public is with us; it swarms in search of the books it 
wants, even to the public library. In their early days public libraries attracted a 
small minority of workers who, by the enforced discipline of learning to read, 
had risen from the unintelligent herd by a process of natural selection, and desired 
culture and selfimprovement. For these readers—of the type now found in adult 
education classes—they catered admirably. After thirty years of compulsory 
education a new public arose with some smattering of education of a very primitive 
kind. It could, at least, decipher print. The number of readers of all types 
increased, but a fair proportion still desired to use books for the serious purpose 
of learning. Librarianship met these new conditions by open access and classi- 
fication, which organized libraries to meet demand for books on certain subjects 
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rather than individual books: a very intelligent example of professional planning. 

Now, after sixty years of improved compulsory education and recently of 
great advances in technical and secondary education, we have become a nation of 
readers, in which the proportions of types are changed. The individualist urge 
of the nineteenth century has gone; the competitive cramming enforced by the 
ruthless scramble for secondary school places and results has created a class of 
halfeducated youths whose after-school reaction against formal education of any 
kind is decisive, and the elementary schools pour out a vast mass with a similar 
outlook, but with even slighter equipment. The proportion of what may be 
called “ casual” readers has greatly increased. No longer does a majority require 
books on certain subjects; I estimate that fully 90 per cent. of lending library 
readers merely desire a book—and they wander around our libraries until they find 
one that attractsthem. We are, in fact, faced with recreation rather than study as 
the basis of reading. I do not suggest that there is any diminution in the quality 
of book demand among these readers; on the contrary, I believe it is steadily 
improving. But the motive force of that reading compels a re-examination 
of our present library technique, which was introduced to meet quite different 
conditions. 

The second part of our problem is books. 

The first striking change in book output surely is the growth in the number 
of books dealing with practical things—the inevitable development of the book 
asatool. It is, indeed, the natural result of the rapid advance in the pace of 
research, and particularly in the application of science to industry. Specialized 
research increases at such a pace that books are now merely the impermanent 
records of achievement, and the technical journals alone are of use to the specialist. 
Parallel with this is the growth of a now vast literature on economic and social 
problems. The effect of these changes on library book provision is revolutionary. 
We are faced with the fact that a large proportion of our stock is bound to be 
ephemeral, and that the generally accepted library outlook in book provision is 
completely ineffective. 

No longer is a library primarily an institution devoted to the preservation of 
books or the issue of standard literature ; the trend of events is inevitably converting 
it into a caravanserai of knowledge, where the books whose business is done 
depart to make room for others. Each during its temporary lodging among the 
stock represents some phase of incessantly changing world-wide activity. We, 
as librarians, must clear our minds once and for all of the idea that our work is 
primarily concerned with the interests of the more permanent book classes— 
literature, biography, and others—and recognize the great and growing claim of 
books which offer current ideas and trace the intellectual, social, and economic 
movements of the time. 
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Now, this rapid movement of thought, the increasing complexity of our 
social and economic life, the internationalization of knowledge, all of which are 
represented in that indispensable foundation of civilization, the book, must react 
on our work. We have already noted the emergence of large reading groups who 
are not book conscious, but who follow mass reading lines through newspaper 
or other publicity or through the pressure of events. If the library is to ally toa 
changing book demand the changing book production, it must clearly amend its 
principles of book stocking. A lending library must be prepared to buy heavily 
certain types of books and jettison them in a few months when the conditions 
which gave them an accelerated birth no longer obtain. In science, in current 
economic problems, in certain technical subjects—twelve months is a long life 
for many books, and unless very active use of them is secured during that brief 
existence, their purchase becomes an economic burden. They fail to earn their 
rent on our shelves. A narrowing of range, but an intensification of the appeal 
of books, is therefore indicated. But if this point of view is accepted, we imme- 
diately find ourselves faced with the great practical problem that the book finance 
of public libraries is insufficient to allow us to stock our libraries in a way that 
will bring real knowledge to the new horde of readers. 

I am not sufficiently optimistic to imagine that public authorities will realize 
the immense contribution libraries can make to the general intelligence and grant 
them more adequate finances. Therefore we must examine carefully the growth 
of our systems to find whether there is dead wood to be pruned. And this at 
once leads us to consider reference library provision. 

The great public reference libraries, instituted when they were practically 
the only libraries of their kind in the country, are now faced with such formidable 
competition that a careful examination of their function is surely called for. 
University and specialized libraries have helped to make a great deal of their work 
redundant, and the establishment of the National Central Library as the centre 
of a national book service is making it less necessary for them to stock the wide 
range of books many of them now carry at the cost of the virtual starvation of the 
lending libraries. The cost of housing, cataloguing, binding, and cleaning these 
vast accumulations of books is a charge which should be carefully considered. 
There are, in my view, two clear lines of policy in reference book provision: 
accessions should be limited to books of unquestioned scholarship, and speci 
alized books should be added sparingly. Whilst it is impossible to lay down a 
definite stock figure for a reference library, I consider that there are not 
more than 200,000 books in the world—at an outside figure—worthy of 
permanent preservation in a public reference library under the conditions 
of to-day. 

So far I am afraid I have been largely destructive in my remarks. I now 
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propose to outline what in my view should be the organization of a large modern 
library system in the light of the points I have raised. 

The reference library of a large city should be a research library for the general 
student, acting in close co-operation in book purchase with the university library 
and the specialized libraries in the district to avoid duplication of little-used books 
in the area. This co-operation should extend to the exchange of books, or, in 
the case of the university and other libraries, the granting of free facilities for study 
by readers recommended from the public library. Such a system is already 
working admirably in my own city. 

I do not propose to deal with the internal organization of reference libraries 
or the special public library departments in Commerce, Science, and Technology, 
because these are libraries with limited functions where specialization is clearly 
called for. 

To a large extent the work and professional training of librarians administer- 
ing reference and special research libraries are on lines which are generally accepted 
as the basis of librarianship. But in my view the organization and administration 
of lending libraries call for quite different qualities and training. 

Let us start at the beginning and ask ourselves what are the objects of public 
lending libraries 2 

The generally accepted answer is “to provide books for people to read; to 
encourage the right use of books by a service and technique which will make 
those books productive.” We all, I think, accept these as fundamentals. But 
they are capable of wide varieties of interpretation. What books are we to pro- 
vide 2, What is the right use of books ?_ Are we to cling to the cultural aspect of 
reading in the narrow sense of the humanities, or do we accept frankly the position 
that a book on the internal combustion engine properly studied is of as much 
value to the community as a book containing the poetry of Wordsworth ? Are 
we to make libraries a luxury service by limiting them to those who make a hobby 
of reading, or are we to extend their scope by providing books for that great majority 
which uses books for practical and recreational purposes 2 Dare we even go so 
far as to suggest that it is far better to encourage people to read action fiction than 
nothing at all 2 

The attitude of the public library to these very important questions is shown 
by the fact that the average percentage of borrowers to population throughout 
the country is 15. This is a disgraceful figure. I put it to you that it is a positive 
duty of a public library to reach $0 per cent. of the population through its books. 
Some libraries have already exceeded 40 per cent. 

The fundamental of lending library organization is books. A trite statement, 
surely, but one which is in some danger of being forgotten. Most of the lending 
libraries in this country are bibliographical deserts. Examine the book funds of

our greatest systems, and you will make the astonishing discovery that approaching 
90 per cent. of income is spent in maintaining great buildings, whilst books, the 
life-blood of the service, are allowed a meagre 10 per cent. or less. 

The principle of book selection should be to limit range and extend appeal. 
Every subject has its standard book or books. Usually, a library stocks one copy 
of these and a range of other books less in demand. If the book allotment for a 
subject is, say, twenty, and one book is a recognized authority which every student 
of the subject uses, surely it is more reasonable to stock ten of that book and ten 
range titles, than one copy of it and nineteen others. 

My own libraries have been following out this principle for some time, and 
have duplicated certain standard books to saturation-point, that is, duplication 
until there is always a reasonable chance of readers obtaining a copy of such books. 
This process should be accompanied by the formation of a central pool of classics 
and semi-classics to be available at any part of the service on demand. A modern, 
active lending library should carry no dead books on its shelves. The wide 
reader—a comparatively rare creature—can be amply catered for by the pool 
system. 

I visualize a living lending library service, then, not as a series of buildings 
crammed with dead books, duplicated in all branches, because no one can imagine 
a library without such and such a book, but rather as a number of active book 
provision agencies, attempting to meet book demand, carrying large stocks of 
books of current interest, and changing their whole stocks repeatedly. 

Inevitably, this conception of a library book stock conditions our planning, 
our equipment, and our service. It will bring in great masses of new borrowers, 
to whom book use is a strange thing. They have neither patience nor desire to 
try to understand our beautifully scientific classifications ; they gaze on our classi 
fied card catalogues in wild surmise. They come for books, and we offer them 
the library technique of a past age. We replace the indicator by a no less 
effective barrier between them and books in the form of scientific classifi- 
cations with absurd notations and that monument of futility, the classified card 
catalogue. 

This is not the place to discuss the pros and cons of classification and cata- 
loguing. I do not suggest that these can be abolished, but I do submit that both 
are needlessly involved. We need a very simple classification in large groups, and 
the dictionary catalogue. We should arrange and catalogue our libraries in the 
simplest and therefore the most effective way to allow readers to find their books 
quickly. Our job is to interpret the mind of the reader, not to set him 
problems. 

Here let us be quite clear where our argument is leading us. I have put 
similar views forward before, and some librarians have misunderstood their appli 
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cation. I want to make it quite clear that in urging the need for the library to 
attract and develop the great mass of potential readers now ready for our work, 
I have never suggested, and do not now suggest, that the claims of the student, the 
wide reader, or the reader of pure literature should be neglected. My contention 
is that, given the high standard of stock which every real librarian strives to 
provide, the student will not only find the library himself but will find his way 
about it. The average borrower, and still less the potential borrower, will not, 
unless the technique is of the simplest and the arrangement clear. 

The great majority of lending library readers in those libraries which are suffi 
ciently efficient to reach large numbers of the public, are not mainly interested in 
literature, nor are they following set courses of reading. I believe that fully 90 per 
cent. of lending library readers enter a library in much the same frame of mind as 
most of us enter a bookshop, to buy a book which appeals to us. Clearly, 
therefore, we can direct reading by using the physical appeal of good books. 
And the modern bookshop, recognizing this tendency, displays its wares attrac- 
tively. The publishers attempt to make their books attractive. The design of 
the shop is attractive. The public library alone, though faced with a similar 
attitude, fails to adapt its technique to it. 

There is in the minds of many people a mental barrier against the use of 
nomfiction. The latent sense of wonder which is the cause of their reading of 
fiction is best turned into productive channels by leading them to books that 
impinge on their normal limited experience. Therefore, there should be many 
attractively arranged displays of “ approach” books, with illustrations, among 
or near the fiction shelves. And, as the majority of our readers merely want a 
book which appeals to them, why hide it under a ridiculous symbol in an order 
few have the patience, or the intelligence, to follow 2 Cannot we group our 
books in broad classes which represent in some measure the book demands of our 
public 2. Such a method has been used with success for some years in my Junior 
Libraries, and it is proposed to carry it out to some extent in the new Central 
Library. I was interested to find this method in use in the open shelf room at the 
Cleveland Public Library. 

It is, I think, true, that there is a great deal of value in the idea of regular 
changes in the position of approach books. There is point in the idea of travelling 
collections, which will move from library to library carrying their own striking 
publicity. The principle of this is to select a number of books, not necessarily 
on particular subjects, but rather designed to appeal to types of readers, to arrange 
attractive poster illustrations, and to allow this and other similar collections to 
circulate. 

In effect, we are by these methods applying to our work the psychology of the 
store. 
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WHAT THE COUNTIES ARE DOING

STATISTICAL REPORT OF THE CouNTYy LIBRARIES SECTION, 1931-32 


UT a few months since I was bewailing the scarcity of information furnished 
B» the County Libraries Section in their Report for 1930-31. Its suc. 

cessor, although still purely statistical in character, is a much more meaty 
production, with some dozen extra pages devoted to an analysis of the figures in 
the body of the Report. These are of considerable interest as an example of 
library statistical method, as well as for what they reveal. 

The principle underlying the whole Report is an obvious one—that a given 
population should require a service comparable with its size, and that the ratio 
should be constant, not only in book provision, but in use and cost. In other 
words, the unit of population has been taken as a standard by which to compare 
results, and figures of cost, borrowers, stock, and issues are expressed as a ratio to 
this unit. To render these figures still more truly comparative the counties are 
grouped in four divisions, according to the populations served. 

It will be realized that this arrangement permits direct comparison; it might 
almost be said that the County Libraries have indulged in a general stocktaking 
of results, for this, in practice, is what the analytical data amounts to. Never 
before have any figures of such direct comparative value been published. 

Having, then, achieved this stocktaking, what is the position revealed 2 It 
is a very unequal one. Progress, it seems, has been so rapid that it has assumed 
rather the character of a disorderly scramble than a regular advance. Now that 
it is possible to review the situation, it is found that our forces are very scattered, 
some well ahead, some lagging far behind. The time would seem to be ripe for 
a straightening of the line; for the stragglers to bestir themselves to catch up; for 
the vanguard to strengthen the position they have attained. 

This stocktaking brings to light many interesting points which have hitherto 
escaped notice. It suggests, among other things, that the much-lauded achieve- 
ments of some of the larger schemes are, in truth, no more remarkable than the 
more modest ones of their smaller neighbours. It exhibits striking differences in 
the cost of the service—which varies from 1-od. to 13-4d. per head of population— 
in stock, in issues, and in borrowers registered. Further, it is difficult to discern 
any very definite ratio between these various factors. One would anticipate that 
high figures of cost would be reflected in the sizes of book stocks, and that a large 
ratio of borrowers to population would result in a similar one in the case of issues. 
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In practice, however, a careful comparison, even between counties with approxi- 
mately equal populations, reveals widely dissimilar ratios. 

In a further endeavour to discover the relation between cost and results, all the 
counties have been arranged in order of achievement—represented by issues per 
head of population—with columns for cost and stock. The attempt is equally 
fruitless, serving only to emphasize the large discrepancies which exist. 

I must hasten, however, to disclaim any intention of trying to exhibit to you 
the contents of the Report. My intention is but to try and discover what tendencies 
it may reveal. Incidentally, perhaps, to try and satisfy myself that that pioneering 
spirit which has given such impetus to the movement in the past, and on which 
it must largely depend for the future—more in these hard times, probably, than in 
more normal ones—still flourishes. 

Let us review the situation. We might, perhaps, considering the present 
position, give first place to the question of finance. Thirtyhree counties have 
found it necessary (I do not say possible, please note !) to reduce their expenditure. 
Twenty-eight have been able to increase theirs. The income of every County 
Library in the country is still inadequate for the work which is waiting to be done. 
When will Committees realize the immensity of their task 2 Even a retention of 
the status quo must, in such growing systems, be the equivalent of a cut to urban 
libraries. A growing child needs more food than its adult brother, and must 
suffer more from under-nourishment. There is no scope for cuts in the County 
Library world; we have all been working to the full capacity of our means from 
the commencement. Much of our expenditure, remember, is in the nature of 
initial outlay. As we become more ambitious, so must this outlay become 
heavier. Reduction, therefore, or even a long-delayed increase, must arrest pro- 
gtess, and must inevitably stultify much of the magnificent work which has been 
done during the past few years. In our case “ Progression or Retrogression” is 
No parrot cry. 

We have given a bare reading service to a public which knew not such things ; 
by that very act have we aroused a desire for more. And it is a justifiable desire. 
In England over 15 per cent. of our public use this service, as against 13 per cent. 
last year, and only 8 per cent. three years ago; facilities hitherto adequate can no 
longer be considered so. Compare the results achieved with those of the urban 
libraries, and then contrast the conditions under which we work. In comy 
paratively few instances have we special library buildings, although the situation 
is fast improving ; elsewhere library branches and centres are necessarily operated 
under very makeshift conditions. Usually, also, they are administered by volun- 
tary, untrained librarians, at once the strength and the weakness of the County 
Library movement. Time tends to reveal the weakness rather than the strength. 

Such a service has obvious limitations, and signs are not wanting that this 
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limitation is being quickly approached. What, then 2 If more generous pro- 
vision is not made, a dissatisfied public must result. 

When more generous provision is forthcoming, the results may astound. 
Examples are recorded where over 40 per cent. of the public are registered as 
borrowers at branch libraries comparable with urban ones. Avnd in no case have 
these branches been sufficiently long in operation for us to be justified in assuming 
that saturation point has been reached. On the other side of the medal, I know 
of branches where improvement has been required, but has not been possible, and 
the number of active borrowers has fallen by something like 30 per cent. 

In his preface, Colonel Mitchell points out that the total cost of the County 
Libraries to the country is only £255,000 per annum, a decrease of £12,000 com- 
pared with last year, and that whether this sum were doubled, unaltered or alto- 
gether abolished, it would make no practical difference to local authority finance. 
With this we cannot but agree, yet it would have a far more than proportionate 
effect on the reading facilities available to a large part of the public of this country. 
Can a case then be made for reduction 2? One feels that it cannot. Not until 
our expenditure approaches that of the urban libraries, which as yet it does not 
by two-thirds, shall I begin to feel that we can even contemplate retrenchment. 

But let us leave these somewhat depressing financial considerations, and ascend 
to the purer plane of achievement. On every front there are gains to report. 
Borrowers, I have already mentioned, are up, stock is up, issues likewise. The 
total number of centres shows a definite increase, while more pleasing still is the 
fact that their size evinces a similar tendency. Particularly do I note with glee 
that the centre of less than one hundred books—one of my pet obsessions—is 
quite certainly not as fashionable as it was. At the present rate, another three 
years will enable me to start howling about stocks of under 250, and then I shall 
be able to feel that County Libraries are beginning to justify both halves of 
their name. Some of them are still such very Rural libraries as to justify 
neither. 

Two pages are devoted to the question of staffing. They serve only to em 
phasize the inadequacy of both staffs and salaries. What does one think of those 
few public libraries which employ parttime librarians 2 Yet there are six 
counties which do so. I cannot imagine a man who efficiently administers a 
County Library having any spare time; how he can make a part-time job of it 
entirely passes my comprehension. Some authorities seem still to believe in 
miracles, and even the majority to have but little appreciation of the work involved 
in providing a reading service over a large area. In only seven instances are there 
Deputy Librarians, while 215 Headquarters assistants suffice for the whole of 
England. The compilers of the Report suggest that none of the counties is over- 
staffed. I feel that they are just a trifle modest in their views. 
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What tendencies does this Report, then, reveal 2? The position may perhaps 
be summarized thus : 

Firstly, a remarkable inconsistency between the counties in such matters as the 
ratios of cost to provision and achievements. This is not a new tendency, but is 
now revealed for the first time. 

Secondly, a steady and vigorous increase in the provision made, and the result 
achieved is nearly everywhere evident, which is the more remarkable because— 

Thirdly, there is a slight total reduction in expenditure, when an increase is 
almost everywhere desirable, and 

Fourthly, nearly every system is inadequately staffed by librarians and assistants 
whose salaries compare very badly with what is required of them.

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expect more in these columns than a mere abecedarian list of facts and figures, 
You expect an exploration of tendencies, an ordering of the path of progress, a 
riddling of the rubble of our profession to discover what actually is happening. 
You expect, to reduce rhetoric to its lowest terms, valuations. 

So you shall have them. I have chosen a representative collection of twelve 
reports for examination. I have more, but twelve are all I can assimilate at one 
gulp. They are reports from Birmingham, Boston (U.S.A.), Bristol, Chelsea, 
Chesterfield, Derbyshire, Hendon, Hornsey, Hyde, Kingstonon-Thames, 
Norwich, and Perth. You notice that I include one American and one Scottish 
report. The one is because it makes my mouth water, the other because it supplies 
a proof of the well-known assertion that Scotsmen are more cultured than 
Englishmen. 

I will confess that I have not found this year’s batch of reports unusually inter- 
esting. The irritating sameness of which I have complained before is still there. 
God manifests Himself in many forms, and the report manifests itself in many 
formats, but it is the same God and the same report. Staffs are still giving punctual 
and willing service. Reference readers are still asking involved and esoteric 
questions. Lectures are still being given on “A Trip to New Zealand” and 
“ Travels in Tripoli.” I really don’t know why. On my forcible attendances 
at these lectures (fortunately few), I have noticed only a somnolent exhibitionism 
on the part of the lecturer and an exhibition of somnolence on the part of the lec 
tured. The extraordinary thing is that these lectures are often well-attended. 
It goes to prove what I have long suspected, that many people haven’t sufficient 
intelligence to know when they are bored. There must be people like that at 
Hornsey, where a dull series of popular lectures was successful and a really 





brilliant series of U.E. lectures by Sir John Marriott was dismayingly ur 


successful. 

Among the catalogue of inevitabilities, a few items of interest to the modernist 
creep in. Chelsea, after changing over to open-access three years ago, has now 
made the experiment of installing a special case for recent additions. I am pleased 
to note that this feature has been appreciated by the borrowers. More libraries are 
going in for display. But the titles mentioned are dull. The arm-chair traveller is 
still wandering, and some books on gardening have a perennial interest. Might 
I suggest to one of the library supply firms that a series of posters and showcards 
with catchy titles would possibly be a profitable line 2 

The librarian at Hyde does not like newsrooms, and has the courage to say so 
in his report. I hope he will eventually be able to imbue his committee with the 
same courage. 

Several libraries have experimented with discussion groups, and with a 
uniform lack of success, except at Bristol, where I suspect local associations (with 
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the speaker) contributed a lot to the average attendance of seventy. For the same 
series at Hendon the average attendance was five. I wonder why these discussion 
groups are such a dreadful failure 2 B.B.C. officials, in private, talk darkly of 
bad organization. Librarians have been known to talk about bad choice of 
subjects. Personally, remembering the difference between what Sir Arthur 
Salter might have said and what he actually did say in his talks on “ The modern 
state,” I am inclined to think that the fault lies in the accursed impartiality which 
the B.B.C. appears to impose on its speakers. 

Apropos of co-operation with the B.B.C., I notice that Hendon administers 
a mild reproof over the matter of thefarcical census of issues of recommended books 
which was taken last year. As one of those who recorded with some labour an 
entirely useless set of statistics, I could wish it had been stronger. 

I am glad to be able to say that the format of reports this year shows a definite 
improvement. The hideous covers and foggy type of which I have bitterly com- 
plained in the past have seemingly disappeared. Either a general reform is taking 
place among printers, or librarians are beginning to realize that good printing need 
not cost very much more than bad. Of the reports I have here, none is really 
badly printed, and one or two almost approach perfection. I single out the Bristol 
report particularly as a model of what good printing should be. 

The increasing practice of illustration is to be commended. The two photo- 
graphs in the Boston report are magnificent. I cannot, however, congratulate 
Hendon on its choice of a frontispiece. Apart from some very pleasant wrought 
iron work, the first-floor landing at the Central Library is remarkably un- 
interesting. 

With the improvement in format comes, I think, an improvement in the 
presentation of statistics. Chesterfield, Hyde, and Kingston-on-Thames are, as 
usual, quite admirable in this respect. There are still one or two offenders, of 
course. I am unable to understand why Norwich splits its statistics into four 
sections—for the Central and three branches. Surely, even if it is necessary to 
give figures in full, a simpler method of presentation could be adopted. Hornsey 
very modestly reproves this craze for statistics by giving as few as possible. Not 
even the comparison of this year’s circulation with last is made, though I gather 
that the issues have nearly doubled, dueto the opening of a new branch at Muswell 
Hill. And Bristol (et tu, Brute !) says nothing of such mundane matters as popu- 
lation or cost per inhabitant. 

Against these omissions, there are the figures in the Birmingham report, which 
are the clearest and fullest I have ever seen. I would not recommend their adop- 
tion by a small system, but in the case of a large city they are invaluable. One 
table in particular, an analysis of borrowers by age groups, I found most intet- 
esting. It shows that nearly 80 per cent. of borrowers are under thirty years of age. 
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Since my knowledge of vital statistics is small, I do not know how far this is pro- 
portionate to the population, but the result is certainly surprising. Its applications 
to book-selection are obvious. 

Also of book-selection interest is an enclosure with the report from Kingston- 
onThames. This is an analysis of lending-library issues carried to the second 
stage of Dewey. Some interesting points emerge. Nearly half the philosophy 
issue is made up of books on psychology. The main portion of the demand for 
useful arts comes in engineering and business books. (The demand for books on 
gardening seems very small, but perhaps Kingston people do not cultivate their 
gardens.) By far the greatest demand in travel is for books on Europe. (I am 
surprised at that: the average reader I meet wants his travel wild and woolly.) 
If Kingston is making this survey next year, I would suggest two improvements. 
First, that the stock in each subdivision should be given. Second, that the 
subdivisions in literature should be by form and not by language. 

Issues are still going up generally. The rate of increase is perhaps slower than 
last year, but the curve shows no signs of flattening. For those who like figures, 
here are the circulations of the twelve libraries under review :

Birmingham’s increase does much to wipe out the charge I made last year that 
the circulation was not commensurate with the size of the city. Chelsea’s increase 
is comparatively small, but I suppose there is compensation in the fact that nearly 
40 per cent. of the issue is nonfiction. Derbyshire county’s figures are remarkably 


good, and they seemed better when I read that most of the centres are open only 
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one hour per week. But the most remarkable figures of all are those from Perth. 
The population is only 34,000, so the circulation works out at nearly nine books 
per inhabitant. And of that circulation nearly 50 per cent. is nonfiction. For 


» once I bow to Scotland. 


Nearly all the libraries begin their reports with a reference to unemployment, 
and many connect it, as one expects, with their increased issue. I hand a medal 
to Hendon for not attributing its increase to unemployment, and to Bristol for not 
mentioning unemployment at all. 

The other side of our crisis is also noticeable. One or two libraries report 
economies, and others evidently have fears for their bookfund. Chelsea speaks 
portentously of restrictions on expenditure. But I notice an unexpended 
balance of £450 at the end of the year, which I can only suppose is a nest-egg 
for a rainy day. 

The Boston report shows no sign of the severe pruning of expenditure we 
have heard about in American systems. Boston’s income is in the neighbourhood 
of {2,000,000, and last year 135,000 books were purchased. Librarians who are 


wondering where to get that extra {50 for binding are advised not to read the 


Boston report.

I am grateful to you for your support of the L.A. Appeal. The L.A. | 


I believe, is the first organized body of librarians in the world to own offices, a 
meeting-place, and club-srooms. The smallest public library cannot function 
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properly unless it is housed in a well-equipped, permanent building. Yet for

years the ever-growing central organization of librarians and of those interested 
in libraries has been a nomad body, struggling to do good work in cramped 
quarters, with makeshift equipment. In early summer next year, when our new 


| habitation is opened, the immense value of Headquarters as executive offices, and 
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as a professional and social centre for us and for those who come after us, will be 
fully realized by librarians with any vision in them. 

That our pioneer work has been sound and our efforts in the past have on the 
whole been successful is surely a guarantee that the Association, under the new 
conditions, will become a more vigorous body, working in a wider field, stronger 
in our influence, firmer in our faith in the work that we have to do. 

Our fund, although for convenience called the Headquarters Appeal, is in 
truth an Endowment Fund to replace the reserves expended in reconstructing the 
building. But while Headquarters reconstruction is financed, the development 
of our work after we enter our new home is not, and must be, provided for, if 
weare to be wholly successful. When they started the scheme the L.A. Council 
could not foresee a financial storm which burst upon an unwitting Government 
overnight, or they might have waited still a little longer. Having started, they 
were bound to press on. But their accumulated fund, to the extent of £7,000, is 
sunk in the building: the income from it is no longer available for assisting to 
defray current expenses, and the L.A. is left without a fighting reserve at a time 
when the library service may be attacked ruthlessly by both central and local 
authorities. The Council are confident that the members will not fail to support 
them in their efforts to replace the reserve.

MemsersHip.—Membership has grown continuously during the 
past year, and the figures show an increase of 168 over last year’s record 
total of 1,543. Thus the total membership of the section at 31st May, 
1932, Was 1,711.

Of the total membership, so far as can readily be established, 
68 per cent. are full members of the Library Association. Gradually 
the Library Association must benefit by the keener interest in the pros 
fession to be found in the Association of Assistant Librarians Section. 
Continuing its adopted policy, the Council urges transitional members 
to become full members of the Library Association, feeling that this 


way lies professional, and eventually personal, advancement. 


Finance.—Exceptional figures are shown in the statement of receipts 
and expenditure for the financial period 1930-31 printedon pp. 46and 47, 
and it is unlikely that a statement showing income and expenditure of over 
£2,000 will be necessary in connexion with the section’s finance for some 
years to come. The period covered by the statement is the eighteen 
months ended 31st December, 1931, and by means of this period 
the Council’s policy of concurring with the Library Association with a 
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financial year ending 31st December each year has been fulfilled. Thus 
future financial years will agree with the calendar year. Owing to the 
period covered, no useful comparisons can be drawn from the statement, 
and it remains a fact that the section’s finance is not entirely settled after 
amalgamation disturbance. It is sufficient to say that finance continues 
satisfactory, and that 1932, the first clear year of work under the new 
arrangement, will clarify the position. Meanwhile, the attention of 
members is drawn to the figures concerning correspondence courses : 
a balance of {25 after eighteen months proves that the section is not 
mulcting those who prepare for the professional examinations, but that 
the courses are run on cooperative lines. To certain other itemsmembers 
were directed in last year’s interim statement, and comments then made 
still apply. An interesting item is that showing expenditure of over 
£56 on delegates’ expenses, and, while such expenses cannot be borne 
frequently, the money was well spent in that representatives were 
present at every important conference in the kingdom to protect the 
interests of the assistant librarian. 

Finance respecting the year 1932 is not now reported in detail, but 
it is reassuring to know that a balance of £214 12s. 2d. was reported to 


the May Council Meeting. 


BENEVOLENT Funp.—No claims have lately been made upon this 
fund, and the balance at 31st December, 1931, was {240 15s. 11d.—the 
same as reported in last year’s interim statement. The Council invites 
the continued interest of all members in the collection and distribution 


of this fund. 


Lisrary.—A full year’s work can again be reported, 170 members 
having borrowed over 1,350 books and periodicals. Under the heading 
of “ Our Library ” in The Library Assistant, the few additions of the year 
have been reviewed, and in addition some extra copies of textbooks 
especially in demand were bought. A decision to purchase the 12th 
edition of Dewey’s Classification had to be rescinded, as the price 
suddenly increased with the fall of the pound sterling. A complete file 
of unbound copies of the Library Association Records has now been 
accumulated, and these are of service in supplying articles on outsofsthe: 
way details of professional study. The Reports of the C.U.K.T., also 
the bookslists of the National Book Council, of which the Association 
is a member, are filed in the library for the use of members. Lack 
of space and a knowledge of duplication of labour with the Library 
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Association Library made it necessary to disband the collection of 


, bulletins and reports of libraries. 


The Council has received with great regret the resignation of Miss 
S. Toms from the post of Honorary Librarian. For several years she 


has carried out the exacting and in many ways irritating duties of this 


office with unfailing dispatch and efficiency, to the benefit of members 
at large. Her departure from the Council will be regretted. 

The cordial thanks of the section are due to Mr. W. J. Harris, Chief 
Librarian, for his continued kindness in allowing the library to be 
housed at the Islington Central Library. 


CorRESPONDENCE Courses.—The report for last year recorded an 
enormous increase in enrolments for correspondence courses compared 
with the enrolment for 1929/30, and this year the record has again been 
broken. For the short revision courses 216 students enrolled against 
132 last year, and for the full courses 492, against 400 last year and 167 
the year before. Increasing numbers of students from abroad enter for 
the courses. During the year applications have been received from 
Canada, New Zealand, South Africa, Rangoon, and the Philippine 
Islands. 

The results of the December examinations show that 48 per cent. of 
the students who took courses were successful, but it is not known how 
many of the remainder sat for the examinations. 

It has been necessary to reorganize the whole scheme of courses in 


connexion with the new syllabus of the Library Association, which will 


come into force in January 1933. Several special meetings of the Courses 
SubsCommittee have been held, additional tutors have been ems 
panelled where necessary, and after much careful deliberation a satiss 
factory scheme has been drawn up. The Council has borne in mind 
the necessity of making the courses, not merely vehicles for the passing 


» of examinations, but a means of equipping students as completely as 
| possible for the work which they do or will be called upon to do. For 
| this reason the courses in most subjects will in future be spread over a 


| year. Full details of the revised arrangements will be published in due 


course in the official journal. The tutors will be as follows :—

Montury Meetines.—A complete record of the meetings held in 
all parts of the country may be seen at the end of this report. These 
meetings continue to be varied in nature, but the enthusiastic audience 


which listened to Mr. Walter de la Mare at the Inaugural Meeting of the 


session set the keynote for the whole session. It is pleasing to observe [J 


that the social side has not been forgotten ; that there have been dances 
as well as ordinary meetings. 


Always among us are those who fear an excess of meetings. The [ 


Central Association has formed a practice of holding joint meetings 
with the London and Home Counties Branch of the Library Association, 


thus doubling the audience and halving the effort. This practice has |) 


been experimental for the past two years, but it has now been decided to 
make this amalgamation a definite matter of policy, and for the 
future there will be at least two joint meetings in each session's 
programme. 

Anything which fosters this idea of unity, of one Association, must 
be to the good, and the visit from Miss Carnell (representing the South 
Eastern Division) to London was thus doubly important, though her 
address on “ The County branch and its contribution to the library 
service ’’ was in itself one of the most interesting of the session. 

A special meeting of the section at the Library Association Confer 
ence at Cheltenham was arranged, when Mr. Sandry spoke on the new

The Council wishes to place on record once again its sincere gratitude 
to everyone who has contributed in any way to the success of the session’s 
meetings, particularly to the speakers, to all those who have welcomed 
the section to various meeting-places, and to all who have helped in other 
ways towards a highly successful session. 


Tue Lisrary AssociaTIon.—It is obvious that the amalgamation of 
two organizations which previously had independent existences of fifty: 
three and thirtysfive years respectively cannot result in immediate fusion, 
but that, as time goes on, various means for tightening the liaison present 
themselves. This is true of the second complete year of amalgamation, 
and useful cosordination has been effected in many directions, particus 
larly in regard to Divisions of the section and Branches of the parent 
association. In the NorthsWestern area, for example, the deliberations 
of a joint committee of the Division and Branch have produced an 
excellent working scheme for meetings and other activities. A similar 
scheme is being developed in Wales, where professional affairs are 
forging ahead in a most encouraging way, largely through the activities 
of the S. Wales and Monmouthshire Division. 

_ It is pleasing to record that at the annual election for the Council 
of the Library Association Mr. L. Chubb, immediate Past+President . 
of the section, was elected a country councillor, and Mr. R. D. Hilton’ 
Smith, Honorary Secretary, a London councillor, the former serving on 
the Publications and Membership Committees (and also the Conference 
SubsCommittee) and the latter on the Finance and Publications Coms 
mittees. The Honorary Secretary was also reappointed as one of 
the two representatives of the Library Association Council on the 
Standing Joint Committee of NALGO. 

Details of the official representation of the section on the Library 
Association Council appear in the section of this report devoted to 
“ Officers and Council,” but it may fitly be recorded here that Mr. 
T. E. Callander, Honorary Editor of the official journal, and repres 
sentative on the Publications Committee, was appointed Honorary 
Editor of ‘‘ Books to Read ”’ in succession to Mr. Charles Nowell. 


“Tue Liprary Assistant.”—The circulation of the monthly 
journal of the section now amounts to 1,900 copies, and printing 
and distribution charges-continue to account for the major part of our 
expenditure. 
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Much care has been given to the appearance of The Library Assistant, 
and it has been decided to make each volume a specimen of firstsclass 
printing, set in a fount of distinction. 

The past year has seen changes and developments in the journal. 
Mr. F. M. Gardner, of the Leeds Public Libraries, has undertaken 
“Valuations,” the monthly survey of library publications. Literary 
competitions have been initiated, and have met with an encouraging 
response from members. Cosoperation between The Library Assistant 
and the Library Association Record has been strengthened, and a mutual 
exchange of advertisements has been effected. Since the discontinuing 
of the L. 6 H.CB. Monthly News Letter, space has been given each 
month to announcements of branch meetings and activities. 

The Council has maintained its policy of including in the journal 
both technical and literary articles, and it is felt that both have been of 
interest and value to members. It is gratifying to record that letters of 
high appreciation have been received from prominent librarians in 
Canada and the United States, and that an article from The Library 
Assistant has been reprinted in the Massachusetts Library Club 
Bulletin. 

The Council has resumed publication of the A.A.L. Series of 
pamphlets, the first of which, a revised edition of Mr. W. C. Berwick 
Sayers’s First Steps in Annotation in Catalogues, was issued in March. 
Further pamphlets are in preparation, and it is hoped that the New 
Series will be of real value. 


Orricers AND Councit.—During the year fifty meetings of the 
Council and its committees have been held, and a record of the attend: 
ances of members will be found at the end of this report. The elections 
last year resulted in the return of three new members on the London 
side—Messrs. Hewitt, Pugsley, and Stevenson—and one on the non: 
London side—Mr. H. Sargeant. 

At the end of the present year Mr. G. P. Jones, B.A., closes his 
presidential term of office after two highly successful years in the 
highest offices of the section, following no less than ten years’ dis: 
tinguished service as Honorary Secretary. It is hardly necessary to say 
that no organization has ever been more fortunate in its choice of a 
President. To the duties of that office Mr. Jones has devoted those 
same qualities of charm, tact, and unquenchable idealism which made 
his decade as Honorary Secretary the most memorable in our annals. 
During the winter the President paid an official visit to the North+ 
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| Eastern Division, and addressed a large and representative meeting at 
| Newcastle. 


A resignation that will cause much regret is that of Mr. A. T. 


Austing from the post of Honorary Treasurer, through pressure of 
\ other work. For two years Mr. Austing has handled the finances of the 


section with great skill and excellent judgment. The Council is 


: pleased to put on record its cordial appreciation of his services over a 
\ very difficult period, during which financial adjustments following amal- 


gamation with the Library Association have involved much intricate 


| work. Mr. A. Webb is leaving the Council because of heavy demands 
| from other sources upon his time. Mr. Webb has been a member of the 
| Council since 1915, has occupied the Presidential chair, and since 1930 
| has represented the section on the Membership Committee of the 


Library Association. His services have been of inestimable benefit, 
not only to his own Division, but to our organization at large. The 
regretted departure of Miss Toms from the Council has already been 


| referred to. 


The official representatives of the section on the Council of the 
Library Association were the VicesPresident (Mr. W. G. Fry) and Mr. 
R. Cooper. Mr. F. Seymour Smith served as official representative on 
the Education Committee, Mr. T. E. Callander on the Publications 
Committee, and Mr. A. Webb on the Membership Committee. The 
seven representatives of the Library Association on the Committee of 
the University of London School of Librarianship included the 
President (Mr. G. P. Jones), Mr. F. Seymour Smith, and a very active 


| friend of the section in the person of Mr. F.E. Sandry. Mr. K. G. Hunt 


represented the Council on the Library Association Joint Committee on 
the Standardization of Paper, and Miss Toms again served as repres 
sentative on the London and National Society for Women’s Service. 
The Honorary Secretary represented the section at the Annual Cons 
ference of the Library Association, held at Cheltenham, and attended 
on its behalf the Annual Business Meeting and the Special Meeting of 
Chairmen and Hon. Secretaries of Branches and Sections.. The latter 
has now been constituted a standing committee, and is likely to accomy 
plish much useful work. 

With two exceptions, all the meetings of the Council and its coms 
mittees have been held at the National Library for the Blind, and once 
again the Council takes pleasure in recording its keen appreciation of 
Miss Prince’s kindness in providing the necessary accommodation.

time for the profession. These are difficult times, and difficult days are 
still before us ; but so far the library service has not suffered severely, 
In fact, on the whole, it has maintained its position and even continued 
that upward progress begun in the year of Emancipation 1919. These 
signs lead us naturally to hope that the distant future of expected 
brighter national days will find the library service more flourishing and 
more firmly established than ever as a vital part of our national life and 
needs. In this larger service the assistant must play his part, and to do 
so he must be worthy of his part. The increasing importance of 
librarianship, with its higher recognition, demands more and more from 
its servants, Competition sharpens and quality increases. The new 
syllabus of examinations of the Library Association which comes into 
force next January reflects this. Its appearance is at once a conformity 


to the needs of the time and an anticipation of the future. Librarians | 


of the days to come will have demanded of them a high standard of 
cultural attainment and technical equipment, and the young assistant 
of torday must prepare himself for that standard. The Library Associas 
tion’s scheme of examinations aims at providing that cultural standard 
and technical knowledge. To the younger members of the profession 
perhaps this new educational test appears rather forbidding and too 
exacting ; but the larger vision must be taken. The scheme definitely 
places the training for librarianship on a distinctly higher plane ; it 
aims at giving, aye, demanding, a greater value and enlightened status 
for the profession of librarianship. And in this high endeavour we must 





all cosoperate loyally. The Library Association, too, with which we are | 


now filially connected, is in other directions making itself more and 
more worthy of our loyalty and enthusiasm. Undaunted by the 
present, and we trust transitory, crisis, it has had the courage to look 


far ahead and to build for the future. Plans are being pushed along, with 


all sane caution, for the completion of a national headquarters com | 
formable with the dignity of the collective official voice of British | 


librarianship. Our connexion with the Association becomes closer 
year by year, and we hope that the day is not far distant now when every 
member of our section will assert his right to full membership also of the 
Library Association. In the near future, too, it is earnestly hoped that 
the whole of the country will be embraced with Divisions of our section, 
wherein branches of the Library Association will also exist, working in 
full cosoperative unity with our section towards a fuller and completer 
harmony. The report on hours, conditions, and salaries is neat 
completion, and before this year is out should be ready for our com 
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sideration and the guidance of the Council for another active campaign 
on behalf of assistants. Still, there are other indications of steady pros 
gress and development which should help us in our present time of 
national tribulation to look forward into the future with every hope and 
encouragement.
